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VIRGINIA, 32D STATE, GOES 
FOR REPEAL; 4 MORE NEEDED 


Old Dominion Votes by 40,000 to Wipe Out 
Both 18th Amendment a 


Its 


Own Dry Law.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4—Virginia 
having voted for repeal by a sub- 
stantial majority, the roll call of 
the states today stood 32 for and 
none against erasing the eight- 
eenth amendment from the United 
States Constitution. 

Four more states are needed to 
make ratification of the proposed 
twenty-first (repeal) amendment 
effective. Seven states have elec- 
tions on this issue scheduled this 
year—Fiorida, Oct. 10, and Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Kentucky, North and 
South Carolina and Utah, Nov. 7. 
If four of these states go for re- 
peal, then repeal will be accom- 
plished, at latest, by Dec. 6, the 
date of the last of the ratification 
conventions in these states. 


Virginia for Repeal by 40,000, In- 
cluding Bishop Cannon’s Precinct. 
By the Associated Press. 

RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 4.—Vir- 
ginia voted yesterday for repeal of 


junsoenceyes prohibition and also for 
repeal of the State dry law. 

The vote on the eighteenth 
amendment in 1363 of 1690 pre- 
cincts was 94,140 for repeal, 53,039 
against. 

With slightly fewer precincts tab- 
ulated, the vote on State prohibition 
was 87,361 for a State liquor con- 
trol system against 49,207 for con- 
tinuance of State prohibition. 

Bishop James Cannon Jr., of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
for years a militant dry, took no 
part in the pre-election campaign 
and did not: vote in the election. He 
neither cast his vote by mail nor 
appeared at the polls in Blackstone, 
his home and voting precinct. The 
precinct went for repeal. 


Washington State Formally Rati- 

fies 2list Amendment, 90 to 4, 
By the Associated Press. 

OLYMPIA, Wash., Oct. 4—By a 
vote of 94 to 4, the delegates elected 
Aug. 29 ratified for Washington the 
twenty-first amendment to the Fed-

STOCKS ADVANCE 2 T0 7 
POINTS IN BUYING RUSH 


Shorts Hurry to Cover As All 
Groups Show Activity at 
Close. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—Stocks en- 
joyed their best rally in some time 
today as shorts rushed to cover in 
the last half hour after a leisurely 
upturn during the earlier trading. 

Net gains of $2 to around $7 
were numerous in all groups, but 


metal, alcohol and rail issues stood 
out. In the absence of outside news, 
brokers attributed the sudden rush 
of buying enthusiasm to technical 
causes, pointing out that the 
market had probably become over- 
sold. Several large professional 
operators were reported to have 
switched to the buying side.

12 miles from Annapolis. 

They were identified as Lieut. 
R. W. C. Booker and William L. 
Rhoads, radio operator. Motor trou- 
ble apparently was the cause of the 
crash. Persons living nearby said 
they heard the engines of the bi- 
motored plane missing as it dropped 
into the woods. 


$5,411,900 FOR PUBLIC WORKS 


Allotments Made 12 States and 
Hawaii. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4—The 
public works administration today 
allotted $5,411,900 for 61 non-Federal 
projects in 12 states and Hawaii 
which it estimated will provide 57,- 
075 man months of immediate di- 
rect employment. 

The allotments, the longest single 
list of non-Federal projects yet ap- 
proved, include funds for construc- 
tion of bridges, sewers, waterworks, 
hospitals, street lights, schools, 
roads, municipal buildings, heating 
and power plants, a bakery, a li- 
brary, parks, airport repairs and 
an incinerator. .

Ickes Thinks It Unfair to Evade 
State Constitutional 
Restrictions.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.— Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes, adminis- 
trator of the $3,300,000,000 public 
works fund, held out small hope to- 
day for the allotment of money to 
Missouri cities and towns that 
have reached the limit of their bor- 
rowing capacity under the State 


Constitution. . 

Ickes indicated ,that the only 
chance for these municipalities to 
get a portion of the Federal funds 
lay in the possibility that the legal 
division of the Public Works Ad- 
ministration would devise some 
method by which they could agree 
to repay Federal loans without ac- 
tually contracting debt. 

He thought it would be “obvious- 
ly unfair” for the President to use 
the authority granted him in the 
Recovery Act to extend the benefits 
of the act to municipalities regard- 
less of constitutional restrictions 
upon loans. If this were done in 
one case, Ickes said, it would have 
to be done in others, and the result 
would have to be a general appor- 
tionment of public works funds 
among the states on the same basis 
as the distribution of road building 
money. 


RAILROADS ESTIMATE STEEL 
NEEDS AT 1,089,000 TONS 


Co-ordinator Lists Amounts Each 
Could Use Including 26,000 


for Frisco.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—The rail- 
roads of the country have notified 
the administration that they can 
use 1,089,746 tons of steel, including 
844,525 tons of rail and 245,221 tons 
of fastenings.

‘BROKERS WANTED TO 
MAKE SOME MONEY’ 


Syndicate Given Option to 
Sell 30,000 Shares — 
Greater Publicity of In- 
vestment Securities Urged 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 4—Profits 


of almost $4,000,000 to members of 
the firm of Dillon, Read & Co., 
from sale of stock in an investment 
trust formed in 1924 were disclosed 
today to Senate investigators. 

The Wall Street Inquiry Commit- 
tee went more deeply into opera- 
tions in connection with the United 
States and Foreign Securities Cor- 
poration, after the start made yes- 
terday with testimony of Clarence 
Dillon, senior partner. 

Robert E. Christie Jr., youthful 
member of the firm, disclosed the 
sale in 1929 of 74,000 shares of the 
investment trust stock at $53, for 
which firm members had paid only 
20 cents a share five years earlier. 

Through Syndicate Account. 

He said he personally did not ac- 
quire any of the stock until 1927, 
when he got 5000 shares from an 
associate in the company. He sold 
part of it through a syndicate ac- 
count participated in by other mem- 
bers of the firm. 

Other participants he named as 
William A. Phillips, E. J. Birming- 
ham, Dean Mathey, the Beekman 
Co., W. Willcox Jr., R. H. Ballard, 
H. G. Riter III, Robert O. Hayward, 
C. M. Miller and W. A. Read. 

The testimony at this point dealt 
with only a portion of the 500,000 
shares of common stock in all that 
members of the firm obtained at 20 
cents a share, according to yester- 
day’s evidence, 

Christie said his portion of the 
total sales was 2900 shares, which 
if sold at an average of $53, net- 
ted him $153,700 as against a pur- 
chase price of $29,000. 

He said in the fall of 1928 Dom- 
inick & Dominick, stock brokers, 
came to Dillon, Read and _ said 
“they would like to be able to sell 
some stock to their clients and 
make some money.” 

Partners Willing to Sell. 

“Their idea,” he elaborated, “was 
that they would buy a quantity of 
stock at some price below the 
market. We told them we had no 
stock to sell. Later they came 
back and were so insistent that I 
personally checked with other 
members of the firm of Dillon, 
Read, with the result that some 
seven or eight partners were un- 
willing to sell] and 11 were will- 
ing.” 

Dominick & Dominick, Christie 
said, felt the trust stock was “out 
of line” with other market prices, 
or lower in comparison than it 
should have been. 

The trust stock was selling for 
“less than twice its book value,” 
while other stocks were several 
times that. 

The brokers were given an op- 
tion on Dec. 20, 1928, to sell 30,000 
shares. The option gave Dominick 
& Dominick the right to purchase 
three 10,000 share blocks, at $47.50, 
$50 and $55 respectively. 

Ferdinand Pecora, committee 
counsel, asked if the syndicate wus 
not a “pool for the buying and sell- 
ing of stock.” 

Christie conferred with associates 
and Pecora asked if that was nec- 
essary. 

Glass and Pecora Clash. 

Interrupting for the first time, 
Senator Glass (Dem.), Virginia, 
said “the witness has a right to 
get advice.” 

After words between Glass and 
Pecora, Fletcher told Christie to 
answer. 

“And get all the advice you want 
from your associates. I shall insist 
upon that,” Glass interjected. 

It was the first friction since the 
inquiry was re-opened yesterday. 

Christie did not make a direct 
reply to Pecora’s question imme- 
diately, explaining the manner in 
which the transaction was made. 


Questioned About “Ads.” 

Earlier Pecora propounded ques- 
tions dealing with advertisements 
offering stock in the investment 
trust, which Dillon said were pre- 
pared by his firm. 

Describing the machinery of 
handling such a stock issue, Dillon 
‘said “we allow a dealer to take 
what he likes” and that it was not 
held “against him” if he did not 
care to participate. 

Dillon explained there were usu- 
ally three selling syndicates, the 
originating group, the intermediate 
or banking group and the selling 
syndicate. 

In response to questions, Dillon

WORKERS BEATEN 
PICKET SHOT IN 
STEEL MILL CLASH 


300 Strikers at Ambridge, 


Pa., Block Entrance 
When Employes Arrive at 
the Plant. 


By the Associated Press. 

AMBRIDGE, Pa., Oct. 4-—Two 
men were seriously wounded and 
several others were clubbed today 
in a clash between 300 pickets and 
100 steel workers outside the Spang- 
Chalfant Co.’s plant. The crowd 
fell back after several shots were 
fired from the plant entrance and 
Deputy Sheriffs laid down a tear 
gas attack. 

The two most seriously hurt are 
Al Curry, 30 years old, a_ steel 
worker, and Luke Starchenko, 37, 
a picket. Starchenko was shot in 
the abdomen and Curry suffered a 
fractured skull. Physicians at 
Valley Hospital in Sewickley said 
both may die. 

As disorder spread into the 
Beaver Valley, more than two-thirds 
of the 75,000 soft coal miners in 
Western Pennsylvania remained out 
despite orders from their leaders to 
go back to work today. Picketing 
at mines was widespread but no 
violence was reported. 

Picket lines also were maintained 
at the Clairton plant of the Car- 
negie Steel Co. and at the Weirton 
and Clarksburg, W. Va., and Steu- 
benville, O., operations of the Weir- 
ton Steel Co. 


Pickets Form in Night. 


The picket line at Armbridge 
formed during the night. In the 
darkness before dawn, workers be- 
gan to arrive and formed in a knot 
near the entrance. Suddenly the 
employes moved toward the plant 
and pickets closed in. 

There were cries of “Let ‘em have 
it!” and ‘Give ‘em the bricks!’ 

As hand-to-hand fighting broke 
out, the cries of about 40 women 
in the picket line rose above the 
noise of the encounter. : 

A strike started at the Spang- 
Chalfant plant yesterday, a section 
of the men demanding recognition 
of the Steel and Metal Workers’ 
Industrial Union.. 

C. R. Barton, vice-president in 
charge of operations of the com- 
pany, said “about 180 of our 1300 
men are members of the organiza- 
tion, which I understand to be Com- 
munistic.” 

Deputies in Charge.. 

Barton disclaimed responsibility 
for the shooting, asserting “the pro- 
tection of our property is in the 
hands of Deputy Sheriffs.” 

Sheriff Charles J. O’Laughlin said 
whoever did the shooting used 
“dum-dum” bullets.

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$1,000,000 LIQUOR SEIZURE 
ON FREIGHTER AT NEW YORK 


Customs Officials Raid Anchored 
Ship; Members of Crew Held 
as Vagrants.

NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—Customs 
officials announced today the 
seizure of 25,000 cases of liquor, 
which they valued at $1,000,000, on 
an abandoned freighter anchored 
in the Hudson River, off Haver- 
straw, N. Y. 

The vessel, camouflaged to _ re- 
semble a coast-wise freighter and 
with the name “Texas Ranger” 
painted on the sides, was identified 
by a Treasury agent as the British 
freighter “Holmewood,” registered 
in West Hartlepool, England. 

The vessel dropped anchor off 
Haverstraw yesterday afternoon 
and the members of the crew went 
ashore. They were arrested short- 
ly afterward as vagrants. 

Customs officials said it was the 
largest liquor seizure in several 
years. The ship’s crew said their 
base was Nova Scotia. 


KILLED WHEN AUTO RUNS DOWN 
PICKETS AT INDIANA MINE 


One Man Fatally. Hurt by Machine 
Driven Into Crowd Near 
Sullivan, Ind,

SULLIVAN, Ind., Oct. 4.—Frank 
Stalder, 30 years old, was killed 
today by an automobile driven 
through a crowd of pickets assem- 
bled at the Starburn mine several 
miles north of this city. 

County authorities were _ in- 
formed the automobile that struck 
him was driven by Crede Fitzpat- 
rick, superintendent of the Star- 
burn mine. They said, however, 
they were unable to substantiate 
the charge. 

The Starburn mine, which has 
been operating on a co-operative 
basis, has been under guard for 
several months. It was the scene 
of disorders a year ago when union 
sympathizers sought to persuade 
miners to cease working.

HAVANA STORN 
FORCES AHALT IN 
POLITICAL STRIFE 


Street Crowds Driven In- 
doors by Severe Gale and 
Cuban Capital Passes 
Peaceful Night. 


By the Associated Press. 
HAVANA, Oct. 4.—A 70-mile-an- 


hour gale swept Havana today and 
residents had to remain indoors, 
after the capital experienced its 
most peaceful night in a week. 

A few shots were heard near the 
presidential palace early last’ eve- 
ning, but later the wind drove 
street crowds indoors. 

Belen Observatory reported this 


morning that a disturbance of 
slight intensity was crossing Ma- 
tanzas and Havana provinces and 
was moving northward toward the 
Florida straits. 

Telephone lines were broken in 
Havana and trees were uprooted. 
High seas and heavy winds were 
forecast for later today. Reports 
from Matanzas said no serious 
damage had been done. The Na- 
tional Observatory reported that 
the storm was increasing in inten- 
sity as it moved northward. 

Soldiers were deployed about the 
United States Embassy following 
rumors of a plot to bomb it. The 
home of former President Mario 
G. Menocal was searched by sol- 
diers while machine guns were 
trained on the house. An officer 
said rifles and ammunition were 
found. 

A check today of the dead in 
Monday’s street fighting and bat- 
tle at the National Hotel put the to- 
tal at 54. Of the officers who re- 
sisted the attack of soldiers on 
the hotel, 17 were killed, more than 
20 wounded, and 368 were impris- 
oned in Principe and Cabana fort- 
resses. 

Twenty-seven victims of the Na- 
tional Hotel warfare were buried 
last night in Colon Cemetery, while 
the storm raged and soldiers held 
their rifles ready should any dis 
order occur. 

The officers held in Cabana fort- 
ress denied rumors that some of 
their number had been executed on 
the way there and said they were 
being well treated. They opposed 
Ramon Grau San Martin as Pres- 
ident. 

The President meanwhile an- 
nounced the institution of drastic 
measures to bring order and pro- 
tect “foreign life and property,” 
and said “peace now prevails 

the island.”

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 4.—With the 
recovery of 35 bodies from the fire- 
swept box canyon in Griffith Park, 
early estimates of the number of 
dead were considerably reduced to 
day, although it was still believed 


there were more bodies to be found 
and that the death list might run 
to 50. 

Four charred bundles which a 
Deputy Coroner said he believed to 
be bodies of additional victims were 
brought out this morning. Reports 
that other groups of bodies had 
been found which would increase 
the death list to more than 50 re 
mained unverified. 

Officials said it may -be two days 
before a final check of the total 
deaths can be made, because many 
of the 3784 RFC workers employed 
in the park did not report today 
for roll call. 

More than 125 men were burned 
or otherwise injured, some of them 
seriously. 

Robert D. Barr, 29 years old, an 
unemployed motion picture projec- 
tionist, was arrested by police and 
booked for suspicion of arson. He 
was traced through the license of 
an automobile which had been 
parked near the spot where the 
blaze started and from which a 
man had been seen to enter the 
canyon and reportedly start the 
blaze. 

Police said they found rags 
soaked with kerosene on the man 
when he was arrested, Barr made 
no statement to police. He has a 
police record of having been arrest- 
ed on a drunkenness charge. 

So badly were the bodies burned 
that not a single victim of the fire 
had been identified this morning. 
Relatives were permitted to view 
the bodies at 9 a. m. 

Throughout the night thousands 
of relatives of the more than 3700 
workers on the roads of the park 
crowded about the county morgue 
and a hastily improvised mortu- 
ary. Police held them in check. 

Inexperienced Fire Fighters. 

Frank Merrill, superintendent of 
Griffith Park, attributed the large 
death list to “lack of experience in 
brush fire fighting” on the part of 
those who died and the men who 
sent them into the canyon. 

Fire Chief Ralph Scott said “it 
was suicide to send those men into 
a walled-in canyon whose entrance

Paul Barbata, on Trial for 
Killing Three, Grimaces 
at Parents as They Testi- 

fy in His Defense. 


MOTHER DECLARES 
HE HAS DELUSIONS 


Says He Often Wanted to 
Fight Imaginary Intruder 
—Expresses, Opinion He 
Is Insane. 


Paul Barvata, former amateur 
pugilist, made faces at his mother 
and father today when they took 
the witness stand to testify in his 
defense in Circuit Judge Bader’s 
court, where he is on trial for mur- 


der. 
Barbata shot-and killed 18-year- 
old Lillie Salamoni, her father, 


Samuel, and her brother, Joseph, af- 
ter he had been ordered to keep 
away from their home last Jan- 
uary, because he was married and 
his attentions to Lillie were both 
unwelcome and disgraceful. His 
insanity defense, which started at 
the opening of today’s court session, 
is that he was then, and still is, 
unable to tell the difference  be- 
tween right and wrong. 

Mrs. Mary Barbata testified 
through an interpreter that her son 
“never liked to go to school and 
the other children used to complain 
about him fighting.” When he was 
16 or 17, she said, he awakened with 
a shriek four different times, in- 
sisted that someone was in his bed- 
room and wanted to fight the im- 
aginary intruder. He had bad ta- 
ble manners, she said, and, after he 
started boxing, used to complain of 
headaches. Late last autumn he 
visited her and said, “Somebody’s 
after me.” 

Mrs. Barbata concluded by say- 
ing, “I think he’s crazy.”” in this 
his father, Joseph, concurred. How- 
ever, the father testified he never 
had discussed these peculiarities 
with any doctor or with anyone else 
until he conferred with Paul's at- 
torney, Joseph B. Catanzaro. 

Talks Sanely Out of Court. 

The 32-yéar-old ex-pugilist, who 
formerly owned a florist shop, ' 
evinced no interest in the testimony | 
other than to wrap his fingers | 
around his nose from time to time, 
to purse his lips in strange grim- 
aces. He pulled his ears, sat for | 
long periods with his eyes shut, at | 
other times stared vacantly at the | 
ceiling. Outside the coutroom, how- | 
ever, he discusses the proceedings | 
avidly with the Deputy Sheriffs who | 
igh him to and from the city 
ail. 

During preliminary testimony 
yesterday he stared, somewhat like 
a@ person who would not know 
wrong from right. When the two 
survivors of the Salamon family 
testified, he embellished the vacant 
gapes with grimaces similar to 
those exhibited today. 

Victim’s Mother Testifies. 

Mrs.. Lucille Salamoni, mother of 
the slain girl, and her daughter, 
Mrs. Angeline Russo, both of whom 
Barbata tried to shoot, were prin- 
cipal witnesses for the State. 

Mrs, Russo, 20 years old, who was 
married last May, five months after 
her sister, her father and her broth- 
er had been slain, told virtually the 
same story that her mother had re- 
lated through an interpreter just 
before her. 

The Salamoni family, of 2317 Coo- 
per street, in that southwest section 
of the city known as “The Hill,” 
had known Barbata for more than 
two years. He had a floral shop 
at Cooper street and Wilson avenue 
and he: made a wreath when Mrs. 
Russo’s young brother died. They 

. met him when he came to their 
home to collect installment pay- 
ments. Angeline and her sister, 
Lillie, passed his shop occasionally 
and he used to call them in and 
give them flowers. 

Then, on Jan. 5, he went to the 
Liggett & Myers tobacco factory 
where Lillie, Angeline and their 
mother worked. He called Lillie 
downstairs and talked to her for 
25 minutes. Lillie told her mother 
about it; that he had asked her to 
go out with him. On Jan. 6, when 
the two girls and their mother got 
home from work, Barbata called. 

Barbata Told to Leave. 

Mrs. Salamoni denounced him, 
told him to stay away from the 
girls. Samuel Salamoni, the father, 
who was unemployed, came in from 
the kitchen and told the fighter- 
florist: “Go away. Don’t come here 
any more. I don’t want people talk- 

_ ing about my daughters.” 

Barbata was indignant.

go to every house on the Hill,” he 
retorted, “and no one turns me 
away.” With that he stamped Off. 
Ten minutes later the sisters, 
who were washing clothes in the 
basement, heard someone tap at 
the window and request that it be 
opened. Lillie opened it and Bar- 
bata informed her, “I came to tell 
you good-by.” Thereupon he shot

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her in the shoulder and she and 
Angeline screamed. Lillie ran up- 
stairs to the kitchen. Barbata 
rushed into the kitchen, encounter- 
ing Samuel Salamoni and his 17- 
year-old son, Joseph, at supper. 
Angeline started up the basement 
stairs. 

“As I got to the kitchen,” she re- 
lated, “he was shooting my sister 
again. I did not see him shoot my 
father and brother. They were 
already lying on the floor. I heard 
him counting as I came up the 
stairs. ‘One, and then a_ shot. 
‘Two, and another shot. ‘Three,’ 
and he shot my sister in the heart. 
Then he pointed it at me and pulled 
the trigger. It snapped and didn’t 
go off. He turned and went out 
the kitchen door without saying 
anything more.” 

Mrs. Salamoni testified earlier 
that she heard the shots and 
rushed to the kitchen from _ the 
front of the house in time to see 
Barbata shoot Lillie and that he 
pointed the pistol at her “but it 
wouldn't go off any. more.” Appar- 
ently neither Angeline nor her 
mother saw each other in the stress 
of the moment. 

On cross-examination, Defense 
Attorney Catanzaro asked Mrs. 
Russo if it were not a fact that 
Lillie had sent her to Barbata to 
say that Lillie loved him and would 
marry him if he got a_ divorce. 
“No,” she flashed. “My sister had 
her boy friend. She was to have 
announced ner engagement on Jan. 
7. That was what caused him to 
come over and try to kill us all.” 

Desk Sergeant Morris J. Cooper 
of the Mounted Police Station tes- 
tified that Barbata arrived there 
about 6 p. m. on Jan. 6, entered 
casually and unhurriedly, and took 
off his overcoat. Then, said the 
Sergeant, he asked for Lieut. Bush, 
and, informed he was not on duty, 
stated: “I just shot three people on 
the Hill. Started to kill a family, 
but didn’t finish up.” 

Barbata was told to sit down and 
wait. Soon Lieut. James Moran 
came in and Barbata told him all 
about it, concluding, “I meant to 
kill them all and kill myself, but 
the pistol jammed.” ‘

BONUS PROPOSALS 
BEATENBY LEGION

Committee Rejects Requests 
From Five States—Com- 
mander Gives Advice on 
Benefits.

CHICAGO, Oct. 4.—The American 
Legion Committee on Legislation 
today voted down resolutions sub- 
mitted to it by five states asking 
for immediate payment of the 
bonus. : 

The proposals had been previous- 
ly rejected by the subcommittee on 
adjusted compensation and the sub- 
committee's vote came before the 


by a minority report compiled by 
Congressman Wright Patman of 
Texas. Whether Patman would 
carry his effort to the convention 
floor was not indicated. 

The Legislation Committee later 
approved a resolution urging that 
Congress provide for waiving in- 
terest on loans made or to be made 
on adjusted compensation certifi- 
cates. 

Members of the Legion were 
called upon by their national com- 
mander, Louis A. Johnson, to adopt 
a policy on veterans’ relief that 
would consider the taxpayer as 
well as the disabled ex-soldier. 

Johnson, addressing the opening 


convention, reviewed events lead- 
ing up to passage of the National 
Economy Act in Congress ast 
March, which cut $300,000,000 a 
year from veterans’ benefits, and 
said the reduction resulted in some 
part because of extravagance in 
previous legislation. 

The national commander said 
some of the earlier laws “imposed 
injustices upon the Government 
which should have been removed, 
not only in the interest of the tazx- 
payer, but in the interests of our 
own honestly disabled comrades. 

Reviewing the last year, Johnson 
said the Legion never had faced 
a more critica) 12 months. 

Campaign of Slander. 

“We were subjected to the most 
merciless and most untruthful 
campaign of slander that ever ‘e- 
set an association of American 
veterans,” he said. “What few 
shreds of criticism our enemies 
could honestly bring against us 
| were magnified and distorted to a 
degree that made even them maili- 
cious falsehoods. 

“It almost became a fad to throw 
mud at the uniform of the Amer- 
ican soldier.” 

Under the economy act, Johnson 
said, “the economy knife was ap- 
plied ruthlessly to even the must 
pitiful classes of battle scarred 
veterans.” 

Johnson assured the legionnaires 
that the American people would not 
permit an injustice to a disabled 
veteran “so long as the veterans 
demonstrate that they are not seek- 
ing benefits for those who have no 
just'call upon the Government for 


support.” 
Advises Separate Program. 
The retiring commander, for 


whom a successor will be chosen to- 
morrow, advised against the legion- 
|naires joining with veterans of oth- 
er wars in a common legislative 
program. 

Johnson said he hoped the con- 
vention would affirm its pledge of 
unlimited support to the Govern- 
ment in its battle for economic re- 
covery “and carry on until the bat- 
tle is won.”

FIGHTING FIRE IN

canyon’s rim. One of the two, a 
stalwart, had been pushing his fel- 
low struggler upward when the 
blaze cut them down.

1000 Acres Burned Over. 

The fire swept over 1000 acres of 
uninhabited land thickly studded 
with brush before it was controlled 
by hundreds of firemen and some 
3000 drafted workers. 

It spread rapidly with the aid of 
the customary afternoon wind from 
the ocean and a temperature of 91 
degrees, the hottest October day in 
Los Angeles in nearly half a cen- 
tury.

Grand and Olive Throng. 


Swinging east on Olive street, 
where the spectators are usually 
strung out thinly at the curbs, the 
parade passed through lines that 
were 10 deep, with greater over- 
flow at points where high front 
yards offered points of vantage. At 
Grand boulevard, where the curvet- 
ting horses of the policemen and 
the Prophet’s. brightly garbed 
equerries had to be called forward 
to make way, the throng, tightly 
massed, extended for 100 feet into 
the cross-town street on either side 
of the procession. 

Children were fewer from that 
point to the end of the six-mile 
route, but the number of the 
grownups was greater. Shouts and 
murmurs of the crowd took on a 
deeper note, punctuated by shrill 
screams as the horses of the mount- 
ed men picked their way daintily 
along the edge of the throng, forc- 
ing everybody back to a decorous 
distance. 

Nowhere along the route from

Many in Office Buildings. 
In his course down the brightly- 
lighted stretches of Washington av- 
enue the Prophet was greeted by 
cheers as he passed through a lane 
between eight to 20 ranks of his 
subjects. South on Broadway the 
crowd thinned out somewhat, but 
was still four or five deep. West 
on Olive street to Twelfth boule- 
vard it was heavier. Hundreds 
watched from the windows of the 
office buildings and stores. 
Beyond Twelfth boulevard on wid- 
ened Olive street spectators were 
ranked from eight to 10 deep as far 
as Fourteenth, where they thinned 
out again to four or five ranks. Ne- 
groes began to predominate in the 
crowd as the procession turned 
south on Jefferson to Laclede ave- 
nue, and so they were until the 
Prophet had returned again to his 
den. 
Again Ranken avenue was almost 
deserted. The floats were taken 
off the tracks, dropping back again 
into unlighted .tawdriness. The 
Prophet’s mummers, back in the 
den, climbed down stiffly from their 
places, doffed their costumes. 
The Veilea Prophet mysteriously 
disappeared. Ben Hur, the Three 
Musketeers and Baron Munch- 
ausen, who had ridden in splen- 
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‘dor in the first three floats behind 
the Prophet, became tired men in 
sack suits. The Lilliputians who 
had capered around a papier-mache 
Gulliver of massive proportions 
agreed with one another that it 
was a pretty tiring trip. 


Ivanhoe and the Black Knight, 
who had carried on a broadsword 
duel from dummy horses over the 
six-mile route, rubbed their aching 
arms, while Uncas and Major Hay- 
ward from “The Last of the Mo- 
hicans” float, who had been stand- 
ing all evening, walked up and 
down briskly.

TURN T0 DANCING 
TILL COURT ATS 


At Mass Meeting, Arrange 
Benefit to Finance Ap- 
peal of Pair Convicted. of 
Gambling. 


Lotto promoters, mindful of the 
recent six-month Workhouse sen- 
tences imposed on Mr. and Mrs. 
Arthur Pennock for operating a 
lotto gume, have abandoned the 
field, at least until the higher 
courts have passed on the Pen- 
nocks’ appeal, it became apparent 
last night when they met to make 
plans for aiding the Pennocks. 

Mrs. Bess Finnegan, promoter of 
games at Carpenters’ Hall, 1411 
North Grand boulevard, where the 
meeting was held, said the pro 
fessional operators would not at- 
tempt to conduct games. Mrs. Fin- 
negan, herself under indictment on 
gambling charges based on lotto 
games, protested vehemently that 
the games were still being conduct- 
ed by churches, fraternal organiza- 
tions and other groups. 

Since police and the Circuit At- 
torney’s office have been active 
against lotto promoters, Mrs. Fin- 
negan said, dozens of “house lottos” 
have sprung up and prospered. 
These are neighborhood gatherings 
in private homes where admission 
is charged and prizes are awarded. 
The professional promoters have 
organized the “Equal Rights Club” 
to combat what they regard as dis- 
crimination and claim for it a 
membership of more than 1000. The 
club will give a benefit entertain- 
ment and dance at Carpenters’ Hall, 
Sunday afternoon, to raise funds 
for the appeal of the Pennocks. 
The Pennocks were found guilty 
of establishing a lottery by a Cir- 
cuit Court jury about 10 days ago. 
They were the first lotto operators 
to be prosecuted in St. Louis and 
their case was regarded by the Cir- 
cuit Attorney as a test. 

Mr. and Mrs. Pennock reside at 
3833A Page boulevard -nd were 
connected with lotto games held 
last winter at 3636 Page boulevard. 
They said the games were for the 
benefit of a veterans’ organization 
and other groups. 

Archbishop Glennon recently 
forbade churches of the diocese to 
sponsor lotto games for cash prizes 
or to advertise such games on 
church properties.

BUILDING RAZED 
TO REDUCE TAXES 


Old Department Store 
Fourth Large Structure to 
Be Wrecked in Six 
Months to Prevent Levy. 


story department store building, at 
the northwest corner of Broadway 
and Delmar boulevard (formerly 
Morgan street), is being razed by 
its owners to avoid payment of 
taxes on the obsolete structure. It 
is the fourth large St. Louis build- 
ing ordered wrecked within the last 
six months for a similar reason. 

The Southern Hotel, a landmark 
at Broadway and Walnut street for 


more than hali a century, is to be 
torn down in the near future, its 
owners announced recently. It was 
closed as a hotel in 1912, and has 
stood vacant for 10 years. 
A six-story factory building at 
the northeast corner of Twentieth 
and Locust streets, formerly occu- 
pied by the Smith & Davis. Manu- 
facturing Co., is being razed. The 
site of the old St. Louis Medical 
School, later the Washington Uni- 
versity Medical School, on Locust 
street west of Eighteenth, is now 
a parking lot, the building having 
been demolished last spring. 
A number of smaller unoccupied 
buildings also have been wrecked 
recently to reduce tax assessments, 
and their sites converted to park- 
ing lots. This use is being consid- 
ered for the Southern Hotel and 
Smith & Davis properties. 
Mayor Dickmann, who has joined 
with Comptroller Nolte in opposing 
a large bond issue at this time for 
public works, yesterday mentioned 
the recent wrecking of buildings to 
avoid tax payments, as further evi- 
dence that the tax burden on real 
estate has reached its limit. 
Garage and Parking Lot. 
The site of the Penny & Gentles 
building is to be used as a base- 
ment garage, with the concrete roof 
as a parking lot, according to 
Thomas L. Remley, secretary of the 
David Realty & Investment Co., 
owners. 
The building, which occupied a 
quarter of the block and had an as- 
sessed valuation of $32,000, was 
built in 1892 for the Famous de- 
partment store, whose building on 
the same site had been destroyed 
by fire the year before. The Fa- 
mous company, which later ab- 
sorbed Barr’s and became Famous- 
Barr Co., removed to Sixth street 
and Washington avenue in 1907. 
Several years later Penny & Gentles 
moved into the Broadway and Mor- 
gan building and remained until the 
firm quit business in 1928. 
Since then it was occupied for 
short periods by other retail firms 
establishments, but since 1930 has 
been vacant except for the first 
floor, which was used by a grocery 
and meat market. 
Among other buildings demol- 
ished recently was a _ four-story 
structure occupying 61 feet on the 
west side of Third street, between 
St. Charles and Vine streets. This 
building, said to have been more 
than 75 years old, was “of no earth- 
ly use,” according to John F. Shep- 
ley, one of the owners, except to ne- 
cessitate payment of taxes on a 
$16,000 valuation. It was formerly 
used by a produce company and 
before that a furniture store. The 
site now, as in other cases, is used 
profitably as a parking lot.

ENCEPHALITIS ‘UNDER 
COMPLETE CONTROL 


U. S. Health Chief at Washing- 
ton Reports on St. Louis 
Epidemic. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—The epi- 
demic of encephalitis in St. Louis 
is “under complete control,” Sur- 
geon-General Hugh 8. Cumming of 
the United States Public Health 
Service announced today. 

Dr. Cumming praised his officers 
in St. Louis, Dr. J. P. Leake, Dr. 
L. L. Williams Jr. and Dr. Bruce 
Mayne, who allowed themselves to 
be bitten by mosquitoes which had 
bitten encephalitis patients. In 
nearly three weeks’ observation, 
none has shown the characteristic 


symptoms of the disease. Surgeon- 
General Cumming said it now 
seemed virtually certain that 


mosquitoes had nothing to do with 
spreading the epidemic, and that 
the indications, within the limits of 
that experiment, supported the 
original hypothesis of spread by 
personal contact. 


Another City Resident Dies of 
Sleeping Sickness. 

Mrs. Julia Dougal, 63 years old, 
6128 Suburban avenue, died of en- 
cephalitis today. Since the first 
death July 30 in the suburbs, the 
epidemic has resulted in the death 
--generally with complications or 
chronic disease—of 106 residents of 
the city and 83 residents of the 
county. 

The third death of a resident of 
adjacent Illinois, that of William 
Jasper Rives, 68, occurred last night 
at a railroad hospital in St. Louis, 


from his home in Dupo. Police are 
broadcasting in an attempt to nott- 
fy his son, William D. Rives, who 
left Dupo last February.

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TWO MEN SHOT 
DEAD WHEN THEY 
RUN FROM POLICE 


One Negro Arrested in 
Auto, Breaks Away; Pa- 
trolman Fires Twice, Kill- 


ing Him. 


Two Negroes, one identified as 
an automobile thief, and the other 
as a holdup men, were shot to 
death early today as they attempt- 
ed to flee from police in different 
parts of the city. 

Joseph A. Wilson, 28 years old, 
was shot by Patrolman Glen Scism 
of the Carr Street Station at 1:10 
a. m., soon after the officer had 
arrested him on a charge of at- 
tempting to steal an automobile. 


Charles Murray, also 28, was 
killed five minutes later by Pa- 
trolman Adolph Karrasch of the 
North Market Street Station 
when he ran to escape being ques- 
tioned on a robbery charge. 

Patrolman Scism was walking his 
beat near Blair avenue and Biddle 
street when he saw Wilson at- 
tempting to start a sedan parked 
in front of 1418 Biddle. Knowing 
the owner to be a white man, 
Scism asked Wilson what he was 
doing in the car. When Wilson pro- 
fessed to be the owner, Scism ar- 
rested him and took him to the pa- 
trol-box at Fourteenth and Biddle 
streets. 

Fires Twice at Running Negro. 

Scism reported that he had one 
hand on the patrol box and the 
other on the prisoner when the 
Negro broke loose and ran south 
on Fourteenth street, Calling twice 
to the fugitive to halt, Scism fired 
two shots and the man dropped to 
the sidewalk. Other officers, at- 
tracted by the shots, took the 
Negro to City Hospital, where he 
was pronounced dead of wounds 
in the left side and center of the 
back. 

Police records show he had 
served two Workhouse sentences 
as the result of grocery burglaries. 
In February, 1931, he was caught 
attempting to break into a store 
at 1208 Biddle street, and in July, 
1932, was captured inside a grocery 
at 700 North Fifteenth street. He 
had been arrested 12 other times. 
Joseph Stovall, 1418 (rear) Biddle 
street, owner of the automobile 
Wilson was trying to start, said he 
did not know Wilson and had 
given no one permission to move 
the car. 

Murray was killed in an alley be- 
tween Compton and Leonard ave 
nues south of Easton avenue and 
identified later as one of two hold- 
up men who robbed Julius Klear- 
man, 1343A Montclair avenue, of 
his suit of clothes, shoes, $20 and 
a watch in front of 2920 Thomas 
street at 6:45 o’clock last night. 

Patrolmen Get Tip. 

Patrolman Karrasch and Patrol- 
man John McCrady were in a scout 
car returning from a service garage 
when a Negro hailed them at 
Franklin and Leonard avenues and 
said, “Charley Murray, the man 
| you're looking for in those stickups, 
_is walking north on Compton ave- 
nue.” 

The officers drove to Compton 
and saw Murray walking just south 
of Easton avenue. As they stopped 
the car to question him, he started 
west in an alley. Karrasch followed, 
calling a halt twice. Murray turned 
south into another alley, disregard- 
ed three shots fired over his head 
and was hit in the back by one bul- 
let. He leaped over three fences, 
ran through three yards and fell 
dead in a yard at 1034 North Leon- 
ard. 

His body was identified by Klear- 
man and also by a Negro who said 
he had bought from Murray a 
watch stolen in the holdup Monday 
night of Sterling Hackmann at Gar- 
rison avenue and North Market 
street. Both Klearman and Hack- 
mann were held up by Negroes 


armed with knives. 

Wearing only underwear, shirt, 
socks and hat after being robbed, 
Klearman drove his automobile to 
the Dayton Street Police Station 
and reported the crime.

Judge Faris So Comments 
in Taking Receiver’s Ac- 
tion Against Directors 
Under Advisement. 


The suit in which Joseph F. Holk- 
land, receiver for Vandeventer Na- 
tional Bank, is seeking $72,000 from 
eight of its directors was taken un- 
der advisement by Federal Judge 
Faris today after a two-day hear 
ing. 
The amount sought by Holland is 
a 100 per cent assessment against 
7120 shares of stock in the bank 
which were in the name of a hold- 
ing company owned by these di- 
rectors. He charges the holding 
company was merely a device 
through which the directors sought 
to escape the possibility of assess- 
ment under the old double liability 
clause of the national banking laws, 

In taking the case under advise 
ment, Judge Faris remarked that 
it hinged solely on the question of 
good faith. He pointed out that 
none of the defendants ever owned 
as individuals the bank stock in- 
volved in the holding company deal. 

Each of the defendants denied 
that the holding company was de- 
vised to evade the possibility of an 
assessment against stockholders, 
and declared its purpose was to fa- 
cilitate the elimination of a $35,000 
impairment in the bank’s capital. 

Four defendants who were wit- 
nesses today are: L. E. Dorr, Ed- 
gar L. Miche, W. B. Knight and W. 
N. Matthews. Each of them, ques- 
tioned by their counsel, Frank Y,. 
Gladney, testified they had contin- 
ued to make deposits in the bank 
up to the time it failed. On cross- 
examination it was. brought out 
that all except Dorr owed money 
to the bank at the time it failed. 

Four defendants testified late 
yesterday, J. B. Corby, Rhodes E. 
Cave; Max Lippmann and Jesse 
Wolfort, said they knew when the 
holding company was formed that 
the bank’s capital was impaired, 
but declared they had no knowledge 
that the bank was insolvent. There 
was no mention of the possibility 
of an assessment against stock- 
holders in the discussions which led 
to the formation of the holding 
company, they said. 

The holding company, as the evi- 
dence showed, was formed in May, 
1931, to buy 1315 shares of the 
bank’s stock at $80 with the inten- 
tion of reselling it at $110. The dif- 
ference was to be a contribution to 
the bank to restore a capital im- 
pairment of about $35,000 caused by.

FREAK IDEAS ON CAUSE 
OF SLEEPING SICKNESS 


In Other Letters, Writers Of- 
fered to Sacrifice Selves, 
Health Official Discloses. 


The ridiculous, the most shocking 
sort of commercialism, and the he 
roic desire to sacrifice oneself for 
mankind, were represented in hun- 
dreds of letters to the Sealth De- 
partment in the encephalitis epi- 
demic, Assistant Health Commis- 
sioner Paul J. Zentay said in a 
radio address last night. 

They came from most of the 
states, from Canada, Mexico, En- 
gland, Holland, Germany and Aus- 
tria, in a flood which obviated any 
attempt to answer any except the 
more important communications of 
physicians and health authorities, 
or the letters of laymen with a hu- 
man element which could not be 
ignored. 

Most of them, offering sympathy, 
suggestions or even the sacrifice of 
life, Dr. Zentay remarked, indicated 
that “the country at large must 
have considered this epidemic a 
major calamity, and responded to 
it as to an earthquake or a tor- 
nado.” 

Some of Theories Advanced. 

Every conceivable theory was ad- 
vanced as to cause—beer, the “kiss- 
ing bug,” the need of county sew- 
ers, the drouth, the use of alumi- 
num ware, the malice of foreign na- 
tions or the “spirit world,” visitors 
from Africa and the animals in the 
Zoo. 
“It does not matter,” commented 
Dr. Zentay, “that all these theories 
were absolutely wrong. It still is 
encouraging to know that so many 
people read the newspapers and 
have some form of opinion, and are 
even able to reason out a few 
things.” 
“The fact that the name, ‘sleeping 
sickness, was used in the press 
caused more trouble and complica- 
tion than any other factor,” he said. 
“You can nicely and easily trace 
from the letters the working of the 
minds of those who wrote to us. 
You. can see how they read up in 
the encyclopedias or some other 
book they happened to have and 
found the description 6f the African 
‘sleeping sickness’ caused by the 
trypanosoma (an altogether unre 
lated disease to this) and how they 
based all their further theories on 
this information.” 


Theories on Tsetse Fly. 
Some of them sent pages torn 
from medical books or travel mag- 
azines on African “sleeping sick- 
ness,” he related. They theorized of 
many possibilities for the importa- 
tion of the African tsetse fly to St. 
Louis, including the man-eating 
Komodo lizard that died at the 
Zoo last spring, and missionaries 
home on furlough. An Indian prin- 
cess in Florida, Dr. Zentay added, 
gave an elaborate theory of muta- 
tions of the tsetse fiy, found only 
near surface water in a sharply 
defined section of Africa, which 
might allow it to propagate in this 
climate. 

“The repeal of prohibition and 
the appearance of beer apparently 
impressed the ardent prohibition- 
ists as one of the factors leading 
to this epidemic,” he remarked. “In 
a recent letter it was even suggest- 
ed that beer imported from Japan 
contained poisonous germs implant- 
ed intentionally by the Japanese.” 
The chemically inclined dwelt on 
the possibility of poisons generated 
in the body or outside, while some 
spiritualists insisted it was nothing 
in the mind, but “some form of 
psychic or psychological infection.” 
Some Sought Cash in Advance. 

Dozens offered to come to St. 
Louis and demonstrate their ‘cures,”’ 
many free of charge, but some only 
in consideration of improbable 
sums of money in advance. Most 
striking, he said, was a New York- 
er who offered to sell his “secret” 


|jfor $100,000 and enlarged on the 


profits the health authorities might 
pocket if they handled it “judicious- 
ly.” 

“It was a most amazing example 
of how many cure-alls could be 
found on short notice,” Dr. Zentay 
commented. “The office was bom- 
barded with samples of all descrip- 
tions, each capable of curing every 
possible disease, including encepha- 
litis.” 

The serious and -carefully rea- 
soned suggestions of physicians, 
most on false premises, were nearly 
as numerous, he remarked. One 
connected the epidemic with Malta 
‘fever and another with malaria. 
Suggestions with merit were turned 
over to the research committee. 

Many Offer Selves for Test. 

Newspaper mention of a “serum.” 
he related, was followed by offers 
of persons from all parts of the 
country to come to St. Louis and 
give blood if it would be of anv 
value in treatment. Many offered 
themselves for experiment. Most 
of them were young, and many 
wrote that they appreciated the se- 
riousness of the hazards. None 
could be accepted, since the detro- 
politan Health Council, he ex- 
plained, required careful control 
for its experiments, possible only 
in such. circumstances as the re- 
cently begun experiment /with Mis- 
sissippi convicts to determine if 
mosquitoes may transmit the dis- 
ease. 

“We had to suffer fanatics and 
cultists who used the occasion to 
vent their wrath, and they did not 
spare words in abusing medical sci- 
ence and the medical profession.” 
‘he said. “Many of them suggested 
that as long as we had no specific 
‘cure’ the best thing would be to 
turn these people over to the chiro- 
practors and osteopaths and oth- 
ers for treatment. 

“Various electrical apparatus and 
all kinds of quack treatments were 
suggested. To all this we could of- 
fer nothing but our patience and 
indulgence.

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CAPITAL INDUSTRIES 
LEAD IN RE-EMPLOYING 


Makers of Producers’ Goods 
Ahead of Concerns Manu- 
facturing for Consumers. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 4—Industries 
making producers’ or capital goods 
out ran industries producing con- 
sumers’ goods in rate of employ- 
ment recovery from March, 1933, to 
August, according to an analysis 
of United States Department of La- 
bor indices made by the National 
Industrial Conference Board. 


In a representative group of cap- 
ital goods industries employment in- 
creased 29.2 per cent and payrolls 
44 per cent, while in consumers’ 
goods industries employment gain- 
ed 16.9 per cent and payrolls 25.9 per 
cent. 


In 1929 producers’ goods em- 
ployed 2,800,000 persons with a pay- 
roll of $4,806,000,000 and consumers’ 
goods industries gave work to 39,- 
500,000 persons at $11,200,000,000. 

In the three-year decline from the 
1929 peak, employment and payroll 
in capital goods industries dropped 
proportionately faster than em- 
ployment and payrolls in consum- 
ers” goods industries. 


Employment in consumers’ 
industries declined with seasonal ir-* 
regularities from the high point of 
109.6 in December, 1929, to the low 
of 69.7 in March, 1933, while em- 
ployment in producers’ goods indus- 
tries dropped from the high of 111 
in August, 1929 to the low of 31.8 in 
March, 1933. 


Advance Since March. 

Since March, 1933, the advance of 
employment has been notable the 
August figure at 81.5 per cent of the 
1929 level being nearly as large as 
the previous December. 


The course of payrolls in consum- 
ers’ goods industries has followed 
the course of employment, although 
fluctuations have been smaller and 
the decline has been greater. 

Workers’ incomes declined more 
than their number, due in part to 
a lessening of the hours of work

per week and in part, to a 
tion of wages rates. 

Since March, 1933, there has been 
an increase in payrolls, which in 
August stood at 62.7 per cent of the 
1929 figure, an advance of about 26 
per cent, and in the same period em- 
ployment . inereased about 17 per 
cent. From July to August, 1933, 
payrolls increased 8.3 per cent and 
employment rose 46 per cent. 

Early Employment Drop. 

In capital goods industries as 
early as January, 1930, employment 
had dropped more than 10 per cent 
below the average level of the pre- 
vious year and nearly 20 per cent 
below the level of August, 1929. 

Since March, 1933, when employ- 
ment was only 31.8 per cent of the 
average level of 1929, there was a 
continuous advance, and at 41.1 per 
cent of the 1929 level, in August, 
1933, employment had advanced by 
over one-fourth, 29.2 per cent, over 
the March level. | 

Total payrolls decreased with the 
same regularity as employment, but 
even more rapidly. In March, 1933,

COACH EXPECTS 

TO RELY ALONE 
ON DEFENSIVE

Whether or not their coaches 
gubscribe whole-heartedly to the 
opinion that, in football, “the best 
defense is a strong offense,” it is 
a fact that both the St. Louis U. 
Billikens and the Washington U. 
Bears are stressing scoring plays 
in practice as they prepare for 
Class AA competition in their sec- 
ond games. The Billikens’ system 
will be tested first, for they meet 
Bo McMillin’s Kansas State team, 
Friday night. The test for the 
Beafs comes Saturday afternoon, 
when the famous Bob Zuppkes 
Illini oppose Jimmy Conzelman’s 
likely looking 1933 hopes. 

To Stress Offense. 

According. to Coach Conzelman, 
the days of strictly defensive teams 
at Washington are over. “The pop- 
uJar team—the one that goes some- 
where—is the team with the punch,’ 
he says. “Time was out here when 
we had to adopt a ‘hold that line’ 
attitude, but not any more. We 
have switched our slogan to “we 
want a couple of touchdowns.” 
Moreover, we figure we've got 
a good chance to get them in 
any game we play—lIllinois or no 
Illinois. 

“We know what Illinois will use 
on offense—at least, we think we 
do—and see our way fairly clear 
to stopping their plays. This, of 
course, we'll have to do in order 10 
win, but our main idea is not so 
much stopping their plays as it is 
to make our own scoring plays hard 
for them to stop.

At St. Louis U. there also is a 
plan for a hard offensive, but cir- 
cumstances may turn the Billikens 
into a defensive unit for part of 
the game. 


The way Coach Walsh looks at it, 
this is what he intends doing 
against the Kansans. He figures 
the Billikens can’t afford to make 
any mistakes in the game; even one. 
mistake might be fatal. 

“Most Important.” 


“This game,” says Walsh, “is 
right now the most important one 
on our schedule and temporarily we 
are forgetting about al! the others. 
It is possible that we may get only 
one ‘break’ in the whole battle, and 
we want to be able to take ad- 
vantage of it, if and when it comes, 
and push over a touchdown. Of 
course, we are working defensively, 
too, because we're going to need a 
good defense to stop Graham, a big, 
fast back, who can do and does 
about everything. If we can render 
him sort of ‘null and void,’ we 
ought to be able to take care of 
the rest of the Kansas attack. 

“But, offensively, I intend ‘shoot- 
ing the works.’ We're going to give 
them all we’ve got and, if we are 
lucky enough to do some scoring, 
then we'll show the fans just what 
a conservative football game is.”

on fight world is poorer to- 
day, through the death of 
Young Stribling, William Law- 
rence by name, “W. L.” to Pa and 
Ma and a worshiping solid South. 

Stribling was no champion, as 
ring achievements go; he was a 
great fighter who never quite 
reached the summit. But he waa 
unique in more ways than any 
pugilist before or during his time. 
He was unique in that: 

He was a strictl-- manufactured 
fighter, predestined for the pro- 
fession almost from the cradle. 

Despite his almost reckless dar- 
ing in airplane, automobile, mo- 
tor cycle and other adventures, 
which proved his courage beyond 
cavil, there were many who con 
sidered him “yellow” in the ring. 

Although he won almost half 
of his 300 battles by knockouts, 
he never was able to use that 
knockout punch in a fight of 
major consequence. 

In spite of his several failures 
to lift himself into title eminence, 
he still had, to the time of his 
death, a great following which 
believed that some day “W. L.” 
would cash in and top the world. 

Notwithstanding his profession, 
which he had pursued from the 
time he was 16 years df age, he 
remained to the end, in his con- 
tacts with others, not a fighter 
but a fine, upstanding, honorable 
young man, a “family man” first 
and a fighter afterwards. 

Although he had many strug: 
gles and battles, the only one 
which did not find him at least 
on his feet at tive finish, was the 
last one, his battle for life.

The Real Courage. 


OUNG STRIBLING, in almost 

his last words, confounded his 
critics. He evidenced a courage 
that seemed completely to refute 
allegations that he showed timid- 
ity in his’ring battles. 

With his foot torn’ violently 
from its ankle socket, his pelvic 
bone fractured and suffering in- 
ternal injuries, only fortitude of 
high character could have 
prompted the remark he made 
with an attempt at a grin shortly 
after the accident: “It looks like 
I won’t have to do any more road 
work.”

Early Coaching at Fault. 


EW who knew Stribling inti- 

mately believed that mere in- 
ability to “take it” was responsi- 
ble for some of his weaker show- 
ings when Opportunity knocked. 
This writer has always believed 
that Stribling, on the contrary, 
was a daring, fearless young fel- 
low, but one who, as far as his 
ring career was concerned, suf- 
fered from early bad training and 
coaching. 

His early training tended to- 
ward defense and the protection 
of his head and body. He was 
taught some very bad ring hab- 
its, of which he was only partly 
able to rid himself. A profession- 
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al at 16, his fighting style was 
definitely established for life. 

More than one promoter took 
Stribling away from the influence 
of his father, believing that he 
could change his ring habits. 

The late Walk Miller once 
thought he had cured Stribling 
of his weaknesses. He wrote this 
writer and asked him to attend 
one of Stribling’s fights in the 
elimination series of 1927 at New 
York. 


“You'll not recognize the boy 
now,” Miller wrote. “He hits 
and fights hard and he won't 
back up.” 


But “W. L.” disappointed. He 
used the same old Fabian tactics 
and backed away from a third- 
rate fighter whom he had beaten 
before, Sailor Hoffman. 

At Cleveland, before the 
Schmeling fight, Pa Stribling told 
how “W. L.” would throw cau- 
tion to the winds and wade in to 
do his stuff. Willie did a little 
better in this bout; but he fell 
short of his friend’s expectations.

The training he received at an 
impressionable age and his coach- 
ing to save himself from punish- 
ment, always were in the back- 
ground of his fights, and, this 
writer contends, were the real 
causes of his failure to battle 
with that abandon which his 
friends thought would  have- 
gained him the title.

Stribling Barred Nobody. 
NE of the features of Strib- 
(Dine ring career which still 
stands out was his willing- 
ness at all times to fight any- 
body, no matter how much he 
was outweighed, for a reasonable 
percentage. He did not ask a 
guarantee. 

He was the first fighter of note 
to take on the Man Mountain, 
the present champion, Primo Car- 
nera. He fought Primo twice in 
Europe, although outweighed at 
that time almost 100 pounds. And 
he drew no line at any fighter al- 
though he was not a true heavy- 
weight at any time in his career. 
His best fighting weight was 
around 180 or less. Any more 
that he carried was of no use to 
him. At no time was he a real 


heavyweight in poundage or 
structure. 
It’s hard to impute lack of 


courage to a fighter as willing as 
Stribling showed himself to be. 


And yet, there was some com- 
ment, later, because he never had 
a third battle with Carnera. When 
the Man Mountain first came to 
this country, there is no doubt 
that a third match between Strib- 
ling and Carnera would have 
filled any stadium. But it never 
occurred. The match was never 
made. This writer never heard 
that any real effort was ever 
made to make it. 

But Pa Stribling will tell you 
that the fault was with Carnera, 
not W. L.

“Gravest Misgivings.” 

The Court said that while at the 
outset and even now it had the 
“gravest misgivings” regarding the 
constitutionality of the recovery 
legislation as applied to the refin- 
ing business, it realized from a 
“more or less intimate connection * 
with parallel cases that Congress 
had full and plenary powers over 
interstate commerce, that the Su- 
premé Court had extended this 
power into many lines of commerce 
and industry, and that the pre- 
sumption of the validity of acts of 
the Interior Department agents 
compelled him to deny the applica- 
jon. 

J. Howard Marshall, Assistant 
United States Attorney-General; A. 
D. Ryan, chief investigator for the 
department, and S. D. Bennett, 
United States Attorney at Beau- 
mont, were defendants. 

Marshall sought to show that 
Congress felt it necessary to check 
shipments of refined oil as one out- 
let of illegally produced oil which 
was demoralizing the market over 
all the country.

Exchequer, last night set forth 
four main objectives he believes

In a speech before British bank- 
ers, Chamberlain attacked high tar- 
iffs and uncontrolled European in- 
fiation. He predicted England’s 
eventual return to the gold stan- 
dard. 

Montagu Norman, 
the Bank of England, in a brief 
speech, declared that the world 
could look forward to gradual im- 
provement, and said England's 
prospects were “hopeful.” 

Four “Prosperity Points.” 

The four “prosperity points” em- 
phasized by Chamberlain, were: 

Lowering of excessive trade bar- 
riers. 

A rise in commodity prices to be 
attained by control of supply and 
demand. 

Establishment of an international 
monetary standard. 

Resumption of international lend- 
ir.Z. 

One of the conditions Chamber- 
lair previously had set for En- 
g.arnd’s return io the gold standard 
was settlement of war debts. 

Chamberlain attucked British 
criti-x who called for “abandon- 
ment of orthodox methods and seek 
to adopt in public affairs ‘imagina- 
tive’ finance, although in private 
finance it generally goes by a much 
less agreeable title.’ Fe said: 

Effect of Currency Anxiety. 

“It is very well tor those who 
have no responsibility for what may 
follow, but for an old country like 
this whose roots are extended to 
the uttermost parts of the earth, 
such a Government must be very 
sure the old principles have reali 
failed before they sbandon them, 
and that new exptriments are real- 
ly likely to succeed before they ven- 
ture to embark on thein. 

“T do not believe that the multi- 


governor of 


mainly due to the growth of a spir- 
it of economic nationalism. I rath- 
er ascribe it to fears born of ex- 
perience of uncontrolled inflation 
in certain European countries. 

“T believe that if all anxieties 
about stability of currency were to 
be removed, then the principal rea- 
son for these exchange controls, 
these quotas and excessive tariffs, 
would disappear.” 

While monetary factors have 
great influence in bringing about 
a rise in commodity prices, Cham- 
berlain said, “the best and quick- 
est method of bringing about such 
a rise is control of production and 
proper adaptation of supply to de- 
mand.” 

Discussing establishment of an 
international monetary standard, he 
declared: 

“It seems likely that: ultimately 
we will return to the gold standard. 

“But we cannot consent to link 
our currency to gold until certain 
conditions permit the gdld stand- 
ard to function efficiently.” 

Here Chamberlain referred to 
war debts and -the dollar stabiliza- 
tion issue raised at the World Eco- 
nomic Conference. He remarked: 
“IT need not repeat what those con- 
ditions are, but I will say that they 
do not exist yet.” 

Basis of International Loans. 

Resumption of international lend- 
ing, according to Chamberlain, is 
“dependent upon a return of confi- 
dence.” 

Montagu Norman said: 

“While prospects at home are 
hopeful, we cannot look to the East 
or the West without seeing clouds. 
The clouds may pass away, but 
there they are, for the moment. 

“We can look forward to some 
gradual improvement, but it will 
be piecemeal, and there will be 
many difficulties at home and 
abroad, and many disagreements. 
But I console myself with the 
thought that dogs bark and the 
caravan passes on.” 


BRITON PLEADS CAUSE 
OF JEWS AT GENEVA 


William Ormsby-Gore Urges 
They Be Given All Rights 
Under Minority. Treaties. 


By the Associated Press. 
GENEVA, Oct. 4.—William G. A. 


Ormsby-Gore, British Commission- 
er of Works, declared before the 
League of Nations Political Com- 
mittee today that Jews should be 
considered a racial minority and 
given all rights and protection un- 
der minority treaties. 
The committee in its studies of 
minorities had been asked by the 
German representative, Dr. Von 
Keller, not to “mix” the Jewish 
question with a debate on minori- 
ties since the Jewish problem was 
a special one of race and the Jews 
had never asked to be treated as 
a minority. 
Ormsby-Gore, considering Von 
Keller’s speech point for point, de- 
livered a defense of the parliamen- 
tary system of Government and 
criticised severely Von Keller’s con- 
demnation of “forced assimilation 
of foreign minorities by a domi- 
nant population.” Ormsby-Gore de- 
clared: “There is among the Jews 
a sense of historic continuity .. . 
we must regard German Jews, as 
well as Jews elsewhere, as definite- 
ly a racial minority.” 

Objects to German View. 
He said he particularly objected 
to the German delegate’s view that 
people of Germanic origin every- 
where from a part of the German 
Ethnical Unity, and declared that 
Great Britain had survived very, 
well without regarding all peoples 
under her flag as Englishmen. 
“What a tremendous responsibil- 
ity we would have to shoulder,” he 
continued, “if we consider all citi- 
zens of the United States who claim 
descent from the Mayflower Pil- 
grims as Englishmen.” 
After describing the great quall- 
ties of Disraeli who, Ormsby-Gore 
pointed out, always proclaimed 
himself as “the proudest of Jews,” 
he declared that Jews everywhere 
were bound by race, blood anad his- 
tory to all Jews in the world. 

Demands Equal Rights. 

He demanded equal rights for all 
peoples and insisted it was neces, 
sary for the League “solemnly to 
reaffirm the resolution of 1922” 
which expressed the hope that 
countries which had not signed 
minority treaties should neverthe- 
less extend treaty privileges to 
their minorities. 
Ormsby-Gore presented three 
proposals designed to give greater 
publicity to the League’s_ treat-/ 
ment of minority quéstions and 
said that all that was required of 
the League in the present situa- 


PRISONER SAYS HE ALONE 
SET REICHSTAG ON FIRE 


Marinus Van der Lubbe Insists That 
He Had No Accom- 
plices. 

LEIPZIG, Germany, Oct. 4.--Ma- 
rinus Van der Lubbe, the Dutch- 
man who confessed in court that he 
started the fire which damaged the 
German Reichstag building last 
February, stubbornly insisted today 
that he set the fire unaided. 
Asked directly by Wilhelm Buen- 
ger, the presiding Judge, Van der 
Lubbe asserted he had ho accom- 
plices and added had not even seen 
Ernest Torgler, former Communist 
leader, either in the Reichstag 
building the day of the fire or at 
any time before. 

At the urging of defense counsel, 
Judge Buenger continued question- 
ing Van der Lubbe along the same 
line, asking: “Is Torgler entirely 
unknown to you?” “Yes,” Van der 
Lubbe promptly replied. 

The confessed incendiary who, de- 
spite charges of the prosecution 
steadfastly has maintained that he 
is not a Communist, then stam- 
mered that he had been near the 
Reichstag the day of the fire to 
“look around,” but had not gone in- 
side. 

Judge Buenger asked Van der 
Lubbe how he explained the reports 
of three experts that the fire could 
not have been started by “you 
alone.” “I don’t know,” was the‘ 
defendant’s reply. 


THIRD SPANISH GOVERNMENT 
IN FOUR MONTHS COLLAPSES 


Parliament Votes Two to One 
Against Lerroux Cabinet, in 
Power Only 21 Days. 

By the Associated Press. 
MADRID, Oct. 4.—Spain’s third 


Government collapse in four months 
has left the country without a Pre- 
mier, without a cabinet and with- 


out a Congress. 

Parliament turned against the 
government of Premier Alejandro 
Lerroux by a vote of more than two 
to one after the veteran radical Re- 
publican had walked dramatically 
out of the chamber at the head of 
his cabinet, after only 21 days in 
power. Bedlam reigned in Parlia- 
ment as one after another of the 
Lerroux supporters joined minority 
groups in breaking away. A final 
vote of confidence, taken In the ab- 
sence of the Premier, who‘ already 
had announced his resignation, re- 
sulted 189 to 91 against the Gov- 
ernment, 

In view of the governmental 
crisis, Julian Bestiero, president of 
the Assembly, suspended Congress. 
Opposition Deputies maintained his 
action was in violation of parlia- 
mentary procedure because he in- 
sisted on a vote after Lerroux had 
resigned. As head of the Congress, 
Bestiero will consult with Presi- 
dent Alcala Zamora first, followed 
by other outstanding political per- 
sonalities of Spain. 

Widespread precautions were 
being taken in the capital and 
throughout Spain because of the 
excited state of mind of the public 
generally. 


AMADOR ASSUMES PRESIDENCY 
OF LEAGUE OF NATIONS COUNCIL 


Argentine Delegation Is on the 
Way and Japanese Seat Also 
Is Vacant. 
By the Associated Press. 
GENEVA, Oct. 4.—Paoul Ama- 
dor, son of thg first President of 
Panama and a graduate of Colum- 


bia University, began his presi- 
dency of a new League of Nations 
Council today. 

The opening session found the 
seat of Argentina, the new Latin 
American member, vacant, as was 
that of Japan. Amador welcomed 
the other new members, Australia 
and Denmark, saying their collabo- 
ration would constitute a valuable 
contribution to the work of the 
League. He announced that the 
Argentine delegation was on its 
way to Geneva. 

The Council ratified the Assem- 
bly’s decision to increase the non- 
permanent seats from nine to ten, 
making a total membership of 15, 
including Japan, which has given 
a two-year notice of her resigna- 
tion from the League. In the mean- 
time Japan has indicated her re- 
fusal to sit in the Council because 
of the League’s rebuke for her 
campaign in Manchuria. 


U. S$. FARM MORTGAGE LOANS 
AT RATE OF $1,000,000 A DAY 


Government Seeks to Speed Up Ac- 
tion on Applications for 
$800,000 ,000.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—A part 

of President Roosevelt’s endeavor to 

expand credit, the Farm Credit Ad- 


ministration reported yesterday that 


it was issuing farm mortgage loans 
at the rate of $1,000,000 a day and 
that even this number would be ex- 
ceeded within another month. 

Gov. Henry Morgenthau Jr. of 
the administration said that greater 
speed will be necessary to catch up 
with the requests for $800,000,000 in 
loans—a record amount in applica- 
tions—already on file with the 12 
Federal land banks, and the new 
ones pouring in daily. 

Land bank staffs have been dou- 
bled in some instances and will be 
tripled at some of the bank centers 
tc keep up with the demand for the 
Government’s offer of mortgage 
loans at interest rates as low as 
4% per cent.

Recalling Julius Barnes’ Program. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ULIUS BARNES has broken into the 
J news again! Buying the Missouri 
tate Life Insurance Co. with its own 
money! 

Remember ‘way back in 1930 when he 
split the air with speeches advocating 
wage cuts? Yes sir, he would end the 
depression by preventing the $30-a-week 
workers from putting $40 or more each 
week into the savings bank, by putting 
two men to work at $15 a week each. (He 
didn’t know that it was commercial de- 
posits that gorged the savings banks.) 

He got what he wanted, excepting that 
the one worker got $15 a week, but they 
forgot to hire the other fellow. And 
strangely enough, business got worse! 

Barnes and the National Economy 
League were yelling for economy and 
cuts, so the people who only read the 
headlines cut their purchases, their em- 
ployes’ wages, demanded price cuts (and 
got them) and decided that the old car 
would do for another year. ‘The cuts be- 
came general, until even underfed rail- 
road presidents patriotically took salary 
cuts, 

But the insurance companies, who so 
widely advertised the idea of cuts, for- 
got to cut rates and officers’ salaries, and 
even indulged in post-boom high finance, 
as witness the Missouri State Life. 

It must seem strange to Julius Barnes, 
but the big idea now is that if we don’t 
hurry up and pay more and bigger wages 
oftener, we will not be able to replace 
capital losses resulting from the cuts, 
and may lose all. 

Even the NRA re-employment ques- 
tionnaire in cash and percentages indi- 
cates that the cash has helped some, but 
somehow the percentages have failed to

| PROGRESS OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

The difficulties of launching a great public works 
program in the United States are illustrated by what 
is going on in almost every unit of government. 
States, cities and towns find it difficult to move be- 
cause of their debt limitations. 

The freedom of the Government itself in this field 
invites envious comparison. Immense projects are 
getting under way upon rivers and harbors. The 
Government’s navy building plan is actively in prog- 
ress in shipbuilding yards. Federal buildings are 
under construction at a time when states and cities 
which would like to improve their institutions face 
discouraging barriers. 

Nevertheless, by Sept. 25 the Public Works Admin- 
istrator had requested of the Federal Treasury $1,134,- 
000,000. This is about one-third of the total appro- 
Defenders of Secretary 
Ickes insist that the public works program has not 
been slow because of administration; that delays are 
inherent in the act itself. Thus, the chief impedi- 
ment has been approval of projects by state and mu- 
nicipal authorities. In our own State of Missouri, as 
in the City of St. Louis, this is the great difficulty. 
Both State and city fear bond issues. 

A way must be found out of these difficulties. Since 
they are widespread, their solution is certain. The 
public works program is an integral part of the whole 
recovery plan. The plan cannot succeed without it. 
We do not have to agree upon the causes of the de- 
pression to assent that a time has come when we can 
no longer support the working people in idleness. We 
must give them work. If we strain the credit of 
every unit of government, we are stil] bound by the 
necessity to give the people work. This necessity 
presses upon us as surely as it pressed upon the Ro- 
man Emperors who built the aqueducts, the port at the 
mouth of the Tiber, the innumerable embellishments 
and monuments which were the grandeur of Rome. 
Objection is sometimes made that public works can- 
not be everlasting; that they leave public coffers in 
debi; that in the end they cannot employ 15,000,000 
people. This is to look at the whole matter nega- 
tively. John Maynard Keynes, the British economist, 
has pointed out how public works can be made a 
means of starting all industry and commerce off dead 
center. He believes the whole wide world could re- 
cover from depression by cheapening money and put- 
ting people to work on public programs. This has 
been the program of the United States, but latterly we 
seem to have shrunk from the necessity to cheapen 
money. If so, we are disregarding the advice of the 
world’s foremost authority. 

As to government units going into debt, what hope 
can they have of remaining solvent when industry 
is paralyzed and the people walk the streets of the 
cities asking for bread? It is not for the Government 
of the United States, or for the State of Missouri, 
or for the City of St. Louis, to ask how it can put the 
people to work. They have only to consider what 
the consequences will be if they do not do so. Pres 
ident Green of the American Federation of Labor 
estimates that there are still more than 11,000,000 
unemployed. Winter approaches. Relief funds every- 
where are beggared. It is no time to stand and dis- 
cuss the fine legalisms of constitutionalism, or to 
wonder how the people will vote. It is time to act. 
It is not true that public works cannot be made 
to give work to the people. The whole number of 
those whose employment enters into any project is 
not necessarily visible at the point of construction. 
Work begins on the drawing boards. It flows through 
steel mills, stone quarries, cement works, saw mills, 
lumber yards, machine shops, coal mines, stores, 
factories. It reaches the grower of food. It increases 
traffic. It ramifies into every deep and every keep 
of our industrial and social existence. The case is 
perfectly put in the old jingle about the old woman 
who could not get home at night because she could 
not get her pig over the stile: 

The cat began to kill the rat, 

The rat began to gnaw the rope, 

The rope began to hang the butcher, 

The butcher began to kill the ox, 

The ox began to drink the water, 

The water began to quench the fire, 

The fire began to burn the stick, 

The stick began to beat the dog, 

The dog began to bite the pig, 


The pig, in a fright, jumped over the stile, 
And so the old woman got home that night. 


So shall we get home this night, and in no other 
way. 
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FORGOTTEN DEMOCRATS IN ILLINOIS. 

A new brotherhood of man has emerged in Illinois, 
the Loyalty League of Forgotten Democrats. The 
organization nobly dedicates itself to “observance and 
strict adherence to those unselfish and burnt-in prin- 
ciples of true democracy” promulgated by Democratic 
Presidents from Jefferson to Roosevelt. This sounds 
highly idealistic, but the prospectus soon gets down 
to a practical matter—obtaining political jobs for the 
boys. If there aren’t enough jobs for all of those who 
helped get out the vote, the boys are willing to wait 
their turn. Hence their platform includes a proviso 
for retirement of all appointees at the end of four 
years, “so their positions may be filled by other eligi- 
ble and worthy Democratic party workers.” ‘This in- 
stallment plan is an interesting variation of the his- 
toric spoils system. The L. L. F. D. calls it the 
“stagger system,” and it is a fitting name. Undoubt- 
edly, the sovereign State of Illinois would soon be 
Staggering if afflicted by a horde of office holders ap- 
pointed in that manner. 
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THE HOT-DOG DAYS. 

If it is doubted that these are the hot-dog days, 
one has only to read the statistics of the Chicago Fair. 
The largest take in the concession field to date is 
that of amusements, headed by the Streets of Paris. 
The next is that of restaurants. One of the big packing 
companies took the hot-dog concession, chiefly as an 
advertisement. It expected to lose money on it. What 
was its surprise to discover it was in possession of a 
bonanza! Hot dogs made.up the bulk of the entire 
restaurant receipts. More than 17,000,000 people have 
gone to the Fair. The Fair has gone to the hot dogs. 
We have a notion about this. It is that roaming 
around the country in automobiles has revolution- 
ized feeding in the United States. Epicureanism was 
developed by a civilization which enjoyed leisure, re- 
pose and philosophic discussion. The Lucullans, who 
became famous for the luxury of their repasts, lounged 
in loggias to the music of the sither, and drank to 
the soft dancing of Nubian slaves. 

As for ourselves, a civilization nurtured upon ham 
and eggs was in time to evolve into one nourishing 
itself upon sandwiches and roadside roughage, We 
have so long eaten in the automobile seat and sat on

table. We have inhaled carbon monoxide until we 
prefer it to the bouquet of wine. 
rather stand up and eat a hot dog with mustard and 
horseradish, and that is what we did at Chicago. 
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TRANSPORTATION SWEAT-SHOPS. 

Cutthrcat competition is about as popular, we 
reckon, as a peevish rattlesnake. That is to say, it 
hasn’t a disinterested friend on earth. That accounts 
for the extraordinary reception accorded the recov- 
ery program’s opening proposal to pry this vicious 
leech off the back of industry. 

The expression, cutthroat competition, reveals to 
most of us a grisly picture—a dark, foul sweat-shop, 
where women and children toil unconscionably long 
hours for miserable pittances. There are other 
scenes, of ccurse. There are the mills to whose fly- 
ing spindles childhood is bound in slavery. There is 
Gastonia of wretched memory, now, happily, a free 
town, its night of slavery ended. 

Unfortunately, cutthroat competition has not been 
confined to noisome tenements or to textile mills. 
The dreary truth is that cutthroat competition is 
found in many forms and places. It operates as ruth- 
lessly in the sugar-beet fields, for example, as in any 
forbidding basement or factory. It operates on our 
broad highways. 

The railroads, for example, complain of the cut- 
throat competition of truck and bus. They have a 
grievance. Railroad labor, thanks primarily to its 
efficient organization, is weil paid, on a schedule of 
reasonable working hours. That is not true of the 
truck or the bus, industries in which “rugged indi- 
vidualism” may be seen, not through the theoretical 
spectacles of outmoded philosophy, but as it actually 
is. Here the wage and working day are determined, 
mostly, by individual bargaining. What are they? 
The public does not know, other than that they 
are, broadly speaking, unregulated. The railroads 
say, truly, we believe, that in these new branches 
of transportation wages are low and hours are long. 
They insist this is unfair competition. 

They cite as a further fact the comparative freedom 
from taxation which the truck and the bus enjoy, op- 
erating, as they do, on roads built by the public’s 
money. Those advantages of low wages, long hours 
and what really amounts to tax exemption, the rail- 
roads insist, constitute eutthroat competition. Any 
of us, whatever our business, would make the same 
charge if confronted by a similar situation. 

Now the truck and the bus are here, and here to 
etay, but so, too, are the railroads. We need them 
all. But, manifestly, no agency of transportation is 
entitled to special privileges. If the transportation 
war is for the survival of the fittest, the war ought 
to be fought on equal terms. 5 
The railroads, to be sure, have troubles in their 
portfolios that are not chargeable to truck or barge, 
or any other transportation agency. And some of 
the railroads, even in these difficult times, are doing 
pretty well, notwithstanding the truck and bus. The 
Katy is going along, playing “heads-up baseball”, as 
the diamond metaphor has it, and taking warranted 
pride in the fact that it has never had to borrow a 
penny from the Government. Another good railroad 
in the Southwest, the Santa Fe; is out of the red, 
which is a vindication of the wisdom and foresight 
of its great president, E. P. Ripley, dead these many: 
years, who built a railroad whéle many contempo- 
rary executives were “dreaming of empire” and per- 
sonally getting rich. 

Just the same, the railroads are entitled to a fair 
deal and, with the truck and bus operators organizing 
to bring themselves under the provisions of the NRA, 
there is a prospect at least that cutthroat competition 
will disappear from the transportation industry. 
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THE WRONG END FOR NRA. 
Admiral Byrd is carrying with him to his base in 
Antarctica an NRA banner, which he intends to un- 
furl to the sub-zero breezes. That is a novel idea. No 
doubt, however, the seagulls and penguins, or what- 
ever fauna inhabit the Far South (no human beings 
have been found) will be complacent. They have seen 
the Admiral before and know his bent for odd ideas, 
such as flying over the South Pole in flimsy aircraft. 
For NRA purposes, the Admiral is going to the 
wrong end of the earth. He should have taken the 
banner to the northern regions, where, instead of hav- 
ing a six or eight-hour day, the Eskimos have a six- 
month day. What a field for NRA and Gen. Johnson! 
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LESSENING TENSION ALONG THE BALTIC. 
, Writing from the Free City of Danzig for the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor, Godfrey Lias finds that Poland 
and Danzig have finally shaken hands and that the 
feeling generally is one of letting bygones be by- 
gones. Mr. Lias dates this new era in what has 
come to be thought of as Eastern Europe’s powder 
magazine from the recent agreement between Poland 
and Danzig regarding distribution of foreign shipping. 
Heretofore, Poland has made almost sole use of 
Gdynia, its port at the north extremity of the cor- 
ridor. This has worked a great hardship on the 
once flourishing Danzig, which lies only a few miles 
to the east. Under the agreement, Poland has pledged 
itself to see that Danzig enjoys at least an equal 
share of Polish shipping. Danzig, Mr. Lias reports, 
has shown its appreciation by announcing that it 
will remove certain restrictions against Poles who 
live within the confines of the free territory. 
While these signs of a better spirit in the vicinity 
of Danzig and the militaristic corridor are more 
than welcome, it would be unwise to expect too much 
of them. Dr. Clement Vollmer, professor of Ger- 
manic literature in Duke University, who has given 
much thought to the subject, sees little hope for har- 
monious relationships so long as the corridor re 
mains as established by the map revisionists at Ver- 
sailles, In the autumn issue of Foreign Affairs, he 
proposes abandonment of the strip which divides 
German territory and the creation of another corri- 
dor to the Baltic along the western bank of the 
Meme] River, now the boundary between East Prus 
sia and Latvia. This would unite East Prussia with 
Germany proper, make Danzig again a German city 
and give Poland an outlet for ocean commerce. 
The chief difficulty in the way of this proposal 
is the intensive development of the present corridor 
by the Poles, who have gone to great lengths to tran 
form the small town of Gdynia into a seaport with 
modern facilities. Nothing justifies the hope that 
Poland is ready to abandon her public works or that 
Germany would pay her to do so. 
Nevertheless, both Poles and Germans must in 
time recognize that only by a co-operative revision 
of the present international lines can the mistake of 
the peace conference be corrected. When they get 
ready to do this, the plan for shifting the corridor

by them; farmer benefits by crop reduction subsidy, but will lose if goods he buys 
rise unduly; worker gains by higher hourly pay, but yearly income must go up 
more than living costs; adequate price control is imperative for NRA's success.

the greatest need in the NRA today,” 

wrote William F. Ogburn in last 
week’s Nation. We agree with him, for it 
is the movement of prices that will settle 
eventually the success or failure of the en- 
tire recovery program. 

Prices in general are bound to go up if 
the recovery plan works at all. Higher 
prices are what the public bargained for 
when it accepted President Roosevelt’s 
scheme, although a good many persons seem 
to have forgotten that fact and to be dis- 
mayed when confronted with an actual rise 
in the cost of living. Stated nakedly, the 
recovery program is intended to redistribute 
the national income so that certain classes 
will have a larger share than now. ‘That 
means, of course—although this is not gen- 
erally stressed—that other classes will have 
relatively less. The idea is more euphemis- 
tically expressed in the newspapers as “in- 
creasing the buying power of farmers and 
wage-earners.” 

It would be too harsh to describe the pro- 
gram as robbing Peter to pay Paul. More 
correctly, it is a concession of a little more 
to Paul on the part of Peter in order to 
enable Peter to retain anything at all. Also, 
there are two Pauls: Paul I, the farmer, 
and Paul II, the wage-earner, whose inter- 
ests are in many respects opposed. / 

Paul I is to be subsidized by raising the 
price of farm products through reducing 
their quantity. This is to be accomplished 
by payments to keep land out of cultiva- 
tion, the money for which is coming from 
taxes—already effective on wheat and cot- 
ton—calculated to raise the price of farm 
products to all consumers, but bearing espe- 
cially on Peter and Paul II. 


Meanwhile, Paul II is to be assisted by 
shortening industrial working hours and so 
absorbing some of the unemployed. But the 
industrial codes are not just a spread-the- 
work scheme devised merely to extend ex- 
isting wage payments to more persons. They 
propose by minimum-wage scales to increase 
hourly pay, which means higher cost of pro- 
duction and thus increased prices for both 
Pauls as well as for Peter. 

Paul I stands to gain only if the prices 
of what he sells advance proportionally more 
than those of what he buys. Paul II will 
benefit only if the average yearly earnings 
per worker increase more than the advance 
in his customary budget. 

It should be evident, then, that the move- 
ment of prices in the next few months will 
determine the fate of the recovery program. 
The Nation is supporting that program, in 
spite of all its dangers and possibilities of 
miscarriage, in the hope that the contem- 
plated benefits will go to the two Pauls. If, 
instead, there is a runaway of prices and the 
increases to the average American's cost of 
living which are intended to go to farmers 
and wage-earners are absorbed by manu- 
facturers, merchants, bankers and a crew 
of promoters, manipulators and speculators, 
then the national recovery program will in 
fact become a rout headed to destruction. 

What are the indications so far? In re- 
gard to the farmers, the Bureau of Agricul- 


é6 C ONSIDERATION of price is, I think, 


tural Economics states that the farmer’s 


dollar last June was 62 per cent of what it 


was from 1909 to 1914. By July 15, it had 
moved up to 71 per cent, but Aug. 15 it had 
dropped to 64 per cent. Farmers in the 
Middle West have been quoted as complain- 
ing that the price of overalls was going up 
faster than that of wheat, but on Sept. 14 
Fred C. Howe, consumers’ counsel of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Administration, 
stated that higher retail prices had been re- 
flected in better payments to farmers: 

“Fifteen of the 16 representative foods re- 
ported on show higher prices to consumers 
on Aug. 15 than on Feb. 15. We have ana- 
lyzed changes in the farm prices of 13, and 
find that the margin between farm and con- 
sumer prices has changed only slightly if 
the amount of the processing tax on wheat 
is deducted from the margins on flour prod- 
ucts. This tax will eventually be used for 
the benefit of the wheat grower.

“Increase in farmers’ income is only half 
the story. The other half is the increased 
cost of things the farmer must buy. The 
latter increased between Feb. 15 and Aug. 
15 to an average of 11 per cent above pre- 
war level, against an average increase in 
farm prices of 23 per cent. While we have 
reduced the gap between these two prices 
in the first six months of the recovery pro- 
gram, we are still a long way from our goal 
of parity in prices for farmers.”

In an effort to benefit the farmer and 
protect the consumer, the A. A. A. is mak- 
ing public the extra cost of various articles 
legitimately chargeable to the processing 
tax. It states, for instance, that the tax 
on a cotton sheet 81 by 99 inches, retailing 
at an average price of $1.16, is just under 8 
cents, or 7 per cent. On work shirts selling 
on Aug. 30 in 22 cities at an average price 
of 85 cents, the tax is 3% cents, or 4 per 
cent. Recently some evidences of profiteer- 
ing have appeared. Dr. Howe says: 

“Since these retail] prices were collected, 
advertisements in the press and trade let- 
ters report much greater increases than had 
occurred up to Aug. 31. In some 
these amount to as much as 50 per cent.” 

In regard to bread, the A. A. A. estimates 
that on an 8-cent loaf the processing tax 
amounts to about half a cent. Bakers in 
Atlanta, Charleston, Mobile, Savan 
Scranton, San Francisco and Seattle have 
recently been asked to explain why they 
should charge a cent more for a pound loaf 
than the average national price, 

It is only fair to°say that the processing 
taxes of the A. A. A. are not the only extra 
costs. There are also, of course, the addi- 
tional burdens imposed by a codes of the 
NRA, and the inevitable rease in price 
due to the action of thig country in going 
off the gold basis. These rises are more 
intricate and individual than those due to 
the processing taxes, and as yet the public 
has received no information in regard to 
what allowances should be made for them. 

The control of prices must be undertaken 
adequately and promptly by the NRA if the 
public is to have any confidence in the hon- 
esty or effectiveness of the Tecovery pro-

WAGNER OUTLINES HIS PLAN 


Mediation Bodies Will Be Estab- 
lished In 15 Cities, Including 
St. Louis. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

‘NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—United 
States Senator Robert F. Wagner, 
chairman of the National Labor 
Board, outlined at a conference 
with Grover Whalen, local NRA 
Administrator, yesterday, the na- 
tional plan for dealing with labor 
disputes. 

There will be, he said, regional 
mediation boards in 15 cities of the 
country, with a member of each 
board to represent the employer, 
another to represent the employe, 
and an impartial chairman. 

The key cities in this regional 
plan, he said, will be New York, 
Buffalo, Atlanta, Philadelphia, Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, Detroit, San Fran- 
cisco, Los Angeles, Seattle, New 
Orleans, Boston, Denver, Pitts- 
burgh and Minneapolis. 

“This is not compulsory arbitra- 
tion,” Senator Wagner said. “There 
has ‘never been an agency to which 
employer and employe might go 
to settle their difficulties. 

“If the boards can establish a 
reputation for integrity and impar- 
tiality they will prove a tremendous 
force for industrial peace. No ab- 
rogation is intended of the right 
of the employe to strike, but it is 
intended to make the strike only 
the last resort of the employe. 
Under the regional administration 
strikes should be far less frequent, 
and far less difficult to settle.”

My Dear Mrs. Carr: 
Tout is -ather a trivial matter, 


but I want to do it correctly, 
and hope you will help me. — 
My daughter, 17 years old, is go- 
ing to a boarding school this fall, 
and I should like to have you tell 
me the really necessary clothes that 
she should have for the school 
year. I would appreciate it very 
much if you would give me some 
suggestions. ANXIOUS MOTHER. 


Generally the catalogues of the 
girls’ boarding schools give, pretty 
well in detail, the essential founda- 
tion necessary at each particular 
school. I could help you much bet- 
ter, if I knew the location of the 
school; whether in a village or in 
a city and just how much the so- 
cial side of her school is stressed. 
If your catalogue does not state 
the necessary articles of apparel 
she will require, I would have no 
hesitancy about writing the school 
and asking for a general outline of 
clothes worn there. 

I might suggest, though, that 
outside of her linens which some 
schools require, and the main needs 
for the first part of the term, I 
would not provide the wardrobe 
too much in detail; especially if 
the girl is to come home for her 
Christmas holidays.

Both sides were vulnerable. I was 
the Dealer in the South position; 
and East opened with a heart after 
three passes. 
I overcalled with one spade. It is 
true that this is the kind of hand 
with which I generally prefer to 
double, intending to bid my suit 
later. However, in selecting be- 
tween an overcall and a double one 
must take the suit rankings into 
account. Had I doubled, I felt sure 
my partner would bid a minor suit, 
probably diamonds, so that I would 
have to bid my spades at the two- 
tevel. By overcalling, I could bid 
them at the one-level. West bid 
two diamonds, North passed, East 
rebid his hearts and I went to two 
spades. West and North passed, 
but East now bid three diamonds, 
showing his partner that they had 
some kind of a fit for a trump suit. 
I passed, as did West; but my part- 
ner now knew that I held at most 
one diamond, and that I had un- 
usual length in spades. He rightly 
bid three spades; he felt we might 
conceivably have a game, and that 
he must at any rate defend the part 
score, it being a match-point tour- 
nament, with 50 points bonus for 
part scores. East passed; so did I, 
having bid defensively throughout 
and received no early support from 
my partner. West doubled, and all 
passed. 

The Play. 
West opened his singleton heart; 
East won and returned the heart, 
which was ruffed. West now played 
the jack of clubs; I covered it in 
Dummy, East won and led a third 
heart. West ruffed and led a dia- 
mond. Dummy’s ace won it. I had 
now lost four tricks, and I realized 
that my only hope was to squeeze 
West, whose hand I now had 
counted beyond any doubt. To do 
this, I must make him responsible 
for protecting both clubs and dia- 
monds; that is to say, I must ex- 
tract the diamonds from tEast’s 
hand, otherwise East could guard 
diamonds and leave the clubs to 
West. I therefore led a small dia- 
mond and trumped it. Next, I led 
out the ace of spades, dropping the 
king and jack, and entered dummy 
with the 8 of spades. I ruffed an- 
other diamond, taking out East’s 
queen, and led out the rest of the 
trumps. When I led the last one at 
trick eleven, I had left in my hand 
the 9 and 7 of clubs; West had the 
king of diamonds and the 10 and 
6 of clubs; Dummy had the 9 of 
diamonds and the king and 5 of 
clubs. If West let go the diamond, 
my 9 would become good, and I 
would throw the small club from 
Dummy. If he let go a club, Dum- 
my would let go the diamond, and 


the king and 9 of clubs. As you 
see, it would not have changed 
things if West had led the deuce 
of clubs instead of the jack. As 
long as East held no club higher 
than my 9 (except, of course, his 
ace), the squeeze was inescapable. 
A Different Defense. 
The enemy can beat me if West 
does not immediately lead hearts, 
and East holds onto the ace over 
Dummy’s queen. In that event, 
West will only make one trump 
trick—but the Dummy will not have 
sufficient entries to make _ the 
squeeze effective. There will be no 
trump entry to Dummy; East’s 
third diamond could not be taken

Sierra Leone Commemoratives 

IERRA LEONE has just issued 
S a series of commemoratives 

consisting of 13 denominations 
in honor of William Wilberforce 
and the abolition of § slavery. 
Throughout the lifetime of William 
Wilberforce, he fought for the abo- 
lition of slavery in this colony and 
only when near death was his long 
struggle successful. 

The denominations and designs 

are as follows: %d., colony arms 
emblazoned on a shield, id., freed 
slave on beach breaking his 
shackles, 144d., map of Sierra Leone 
with inset of continent of Africa, 
2d., Fort Thornton (Governor’s resi- 
dence) showing also law courts and 
Tower Hill Barracks, 3d., fruit girl 
carrying basket of fruit on head, 
4d., two African nurses attending 
sick, 5d., native sailing boat cross- 
ing harbor, 6d., fishermen shooting 
fish with arrows, I1s., secretariat 
buildings, 2s., Bunce Island, 5s., 
elephant, 10s., portrait of King 
George, 20s., old time view of Free- 
town harbor. 
The stamps will be printed on 
white paper, with the l1d., 5d., 6d., 
2s., 5s., 10s. and 12s. values in two 
colors. This series of stamps will 
be on sale for only 12 months, and 
during this same period of time the 
current issue of stamps will be 
withdrawn from sale. 


Surprise for Reunion. 
The complete set of regular post- 
age and postage due stamps which 


have been expected for some time 
from Reunion prove to be extremely 
well printed. In the regular postage 
series there are 22 denominations 
and in the postage due series there 
are 10 denominations. 

A new “Stamp Atlas and Diction- 
ary” has just been issued by Rand 
McNally & Co. It has an introduc- 
tion by the well-known Ralph A. 
Kimble. It is of practical use to al- 
most any collector. 

The mail service of the Colombian 
Government has been turned over 
to the Colombian German Air 
Transport Co., known as_ the 
SCADTA. This company will have 
the exclusive rights for the carry- 
ing of all national mails until 1942. 
The SCADTA will establish a cen- 
tral postoffice and special postof- 
fices in all the capitals of the states. 


Only a little over 10,500 pieces of 
mail were carried by Balbo from 
Italy and of these 7500 were left in 
Holland and Ireland.

The value of the semipostal 
stamp of 1925 is 1c brown and it is 
on paper watermarked “CORREOS 
MEXICO.” 

PERU—Due to financial difficul- 
ties the set announced some time 
ago will either be shelved or else 
printed locally. The English firm 
which was supposed to do the work 
declined. 

PHILIPPINE ISLANDS—It has 
also been announced that in addi- 
tion to the set of pictorial postage 
stamps with historical designs a 
set of airmail and official stamps 
will also be issued. 

MOZAMBIQUE-—-Five new de- 
nominations have appeared in the 
Lusiadas type issued for this col- 
ony. The numerals are in black but 
otherwise are as follows: 45c light 
blue, 1.40e dark blue, 5e yellow- 
green, 10e bistre, and 20e orange. 

SALVADORE—A set of five reg- 
ular postage stamps and a set of 
five airmail stamps will be issued 
in honor of Christopher Columbus. 

SWITZERLAND—On Dec. 1 the 
annual Charity series will be issued. 
The values, colors and designs are 
as follows: 5c plus 5c green, Waad- 
landerin, 10c plus 5c violet, Women 
of Bern, 20c plus 5c red, Woman of 
Tessin, 30c plus 5c blue, Portrait of 
P. Gr. Girad, who was a well-known 
figure in Swiss church circles. 

URUGUAY—Four more denomi- 
nations have been issued in the 
small Artigas type. They are 12c 
dark blue, 17c purple, 36c olive- 
green, and 50c dark brown.

Tendon Pains 

Y the term tendon we usually 
5 designate those bands or cords 

of fibrous tissue by means of 
which muscles are connected to 
bones. Tendons are subject to rheu- 
matic affections and the condition 
is known as tendinitis. 
In rheumatic affections of the 
joints, all the elements that go into 
the formation of the joint may be- 
come involved. 
At times, however, one of these 
elements may be involved more 
acutely than are the others, and in 
an appreciable percentage of cases 
of single or multiple joint involve- 
ment, the symptoms of which the 
patient complains are not due to 
involvement of the bone, but joint 
cartilage or the joint capsule, but 
rather to the involvement of the 
tendons in the region. 
Thus, rheumatic fever may in 
some cases run its course with 
symptoms from tendon attach- 
ments only. 
Not an iancommon history in this 
type of condition is that of a pa- 
tient having been ill two or three 
weeks previously with an attack of 
tonsilitis, which was then followed 
by the development of pains and 
tenderness in the joints. 
On physical examination we find 
that the tenderness and pain on 
movement is distinctly localized in 
the region where a number of ten- 
don and muscle attachments are 
close to the joint. 
The common places in such an in- 
volvement are the back of the heel, 
where the large Achilles tendon is 
attached, and the shoulder joint, 
where the deltoid muscle is to be 
found. 
While .endinitis may be due to 
conditions other than rheumatic 
fever, it is wise to suspect rheuma- 
tic fever until it is completely 
ruled out. For rheumatic fever is a 
serious’ condition which may in- 
volve the heart, producing serious 
and permanent damage. 
Rheumatic fever should be sus- 
pected particularly if, in addition to 
joint or tendon pain, the patient 
also suffers from fever.
